Resolutions for Presentation at the Annual Meeting.—Atten- 
tion is directed to the resolution regarding the Division of 
Funds between Research and Instruction, recommended to 
the Association by the Local Chapter in Greater Boston (See 
May BULLETIN, p. 21). 

The University of Chicago Chapter, at a meeting held 
October 26, voted to recommend to the Association a similar 
resolution, which is printed herewith. 

Resolved, That the American Association of University 
Professors holds that research is the proper aim and the 
distinctive feature of all university work. Therefore, it 
urges that, as far as possible, the amount of instruction re- 
quired of those who are capable of research, and especially of 
those who have proved their ability to do important research 
work, be so gauged as to give ample opportunity for pro- 
ductive investigation. And in order to help organize the 
resources of the country, the Association makes the following 
specific recommendations: (1) That those engaged in fruitful 
investigation be granted additional equipment and time to 
pursue their work, such additional equipment and time 
being accorded to teachers in both the smaller and larger 
institutions of learning on the principle of proved and probable 
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ability. (2) That the research work of the various institutions 
be so correlated as to obtain the greatest possible codperation - 
between scientific workers the country over. To these aims 
the Association hereby pledges its hearty support. 

Membership.—Nominations now awaiting action at the 
Annual Meeting number 606. This represents gratifying 
interest and activity in many of our local chapters. There 
are still a good many institutions having no members. It is 
important that the benefits and influence of the Association 
should be widespread and the officers hope that members 
generally will interest themselves in securing the nomination 
of eligible persons from institutions not now represented. 
Nomination blanks may be had on application to the 
Secretary. 

List of Members.—The Secretary invites suggestions in 
regard to the best form of printing the next annual list of 
members. Shall the list be again alphabetical by names of 
institutions with names of members in columns, or shall the 
names be printed solid, or shall there be a single alphabetical 
list with an abbreviation for the name of the institution after 
each name?

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PENSIONS AND INSURANCE 


* At the meeting of the trustees of the Carnegie foundation 
held in New York City on November 15, the proposed plan 
for transforming the pension system into a contributory one 
was referred to a commission composed of President Henry 
S. Pritchett of the Foundation; President W. F. Slocum of 
Colorado College, chairman of the trustees; President Sir 
Wm. Peterson of McGill University; President C. R. Van Hise 
of the University of Wisconsin; President A. Lawrence Lowell 
of Harvard University, and Chancellor Samuel B. Mce- 
Cormick of the University of Pittsburgh, representing the 
Foundation, and five representatives from the American 
Association of University Professors, the Association of 
American Universities, the National Association of State 
Universities and the Association of American Colleges.* This 
action is in accordance with the recommendation of a com- 
mittee of the American Association of University Professors, 
which was represented at the meeting of the trustees by 
Professor Edwin R. A. Seligman, Vice-President of the Asso- 
ciation, and Dean Harlan F. Stone, chairman of the commit- 
tee.” (School and Society, November 25, 1916.) 


Statement by Vice-President Seligman at the meeting of the 
Trustees of the Carnegie Foundation, November 15, 1916. 


Gentlemen: 

In the absence of President Wigmore, who has been good enough to send in a 
letter, I have been asked to represent the American Association of University 
Professors. 

Shortly after the distribution of President Pritchett’s confidential report, a 
special committee, under the chairmanship of Dean Stone of Columbia, was ap- 
pointed by our Association, to consider the matter. Copies of their report have 
been put into your hands. As to this report, three points are to be noted: 

(1) That among the twenty-five signatories there are included representatives 
of institutions both associated and not associated with the present pension scheme. 

(2) That in several cases the views of the signatories are in harmony with the 
judgment of the faculties of the respective institutions. Printed reports on the 
subject have been made by Harvard, Cornell, Wisconsin, Princeton, and Stan- 
ford; typewritten reports have been made by Johns Hopkins, Wellesley, Middle- 
bury, and Franklin; while Oberlin, Vassar, and Washington have substantially

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approved of the position of the committee. Where formal action has not been 
taken, the signatories have sought to get in touch with as many of their colleagues 
as possible. In not a single case that has come to my notice has a dissenting opin- 
ion been registered. So that I think it may be safely asserted that the report of 
the committee commands the assent of the great body of university and college 
instructors. 

(3) While the report has not yet been presented to the Association, it will be so 
- presented at the annual meeting next month, and it is my confident belief that the 
report will be adopted either unanimously or by an overwhelming majority. 

The report before you, therefore, may be considered as substantially the views 
of the members of the teaching profession in the American universities and 
colleges. 

Since the report itself is in your hands, it will speak for itself. Chairman 
Stone, however, is present and will be’glad to answer any questions in detail, that 
may be put to him. 

President Wigmore, who is unfortunately prevented from being present, has 
been good enough to write a letter expressing his own views and with your consent 
I shall read his letter: 

November 6, 1916. 
“Dean Harian F. Srons, 
Columbia University Law School, 
New York City. 
Dear Mr. Stone: 

I am writing to President Pritchett expressing my regret that personal and 
official duties make it impossible for me at the present time to leave Chicago, and, 
therefore, to accept his courteous invitation to attend the meeting of the Board as 
representative of our Association. But I will ask you to be good enough to read 
or file on my behalf the following brief statement to the Board, if permitted: 

(1) The report of our committee represents the views of professors in institu- 
tions both associated and not associated with the existing pension system of the 
Board. And at the Chicago meeting of the committee, which I attended, four 
of the seven present were from non-associated institutions. Yet at no time was 
there any difference of view between the two classes of professors, nor was any 
argument put forward based on any such supposed contrast of interests in the 
proposed plan. 

(2) On the general plan, my own personal opinion is opposed to its adoption, for 
three basic reasons: 

(i) Any system of life or disability insurance for professors should rest upon 
either a mutual or a commercial basis; because a system which would involve 
contribution and co-operation by college authorities would place the professorial 
destiny still more in the control of college authorities than it is at present; and 
this would be unhealthy for intellectual independence. 

(ii) Any system of retirement pensions conferred from an endowed fund should 
be gratuitous, not earned by professorial contributions or premiums; so as to 
confer distinction and otherwise make more attractive the profession of university 
teaching, and thus to give to the endowment the fullest value as an aid to the 
cause of pure science. 

(iii) Any plan, which involves the continuance of the present system of uniting

under the same machinery an educational censorship of institutions with a pension 
system to individuals, is undesirable; because the two purposes are distinct and 
their union defeats the complete accomplishment of either.

Finally, I should like to add a few comments of my own on the three chief con- 
clusions of the committee: 

I. The first point is that any scheme of pension insurance adopted by the 
Foundation should provide for benefits substantial in character. This is true of 
the present plan, which is restricted to a certain number of institutions. Under 
the proposed plan, it would be applied to a thousand or more institutions in the 
United States and Canada. Assuming, what is well within the fact, that the 
number of instructors in each of these institutions is about fifty, the benefits 
would accrue to fifty thousand individuals. If the income of the Foundation is 
approximately $1,500,000 a year, this would mean a contribution of $30 a year 
to each instructor. It is respecfully submitted that this is entirely too small 
a contribution to be considered as of any substantial importance. It follows, 
therefore, either that the funds at the disposal of the Foundation must be largely 
increased; or, on the other hand, that some method of selection as among the 
institutions must be devised. 

II, The second conclusion is that the moral obligations entered into by the 
Foundation attach not only to instructors over forty-five years of age, but to all 
instructors who have come in, relying upon the previous statement of the Foun- 
dation. This is, however, so clearly understood by the Foundation itself, as evi- 
denced in its resolution of November 17, 1915, that I need add nothing further at 
this time. 

Ill. The third conclusion refers to the desirability of delay in the formulation of 
& new scheme to replace the present one. Concurring in this conclusion as to 
the desirability of delay, I should like to present several points for the considera- 
tion of the Foundation: 

(a) Has an adequate distinction been made, in the report of Mr. Pritchett, be- 
tween the three chief forms of social insurance, as practised throughout the world, 
namely, health or sickness insurance, invalidity or disability insurance, and old 
age insurance? Do the conclusions which apply to the one necessarily apply to 
the other? 

(b) Is it true that a sound economic and social philosophy leads to the ac- 
ceptance of contributory pensions as over against free pensions? Has a sufficiently 
careful study been made of the European system of free pensions to teachers, 
which is well-nigh universal? And has sufficient attention been paid to the report 
of the British committee which resulted in favor of the non-contributory or free 
insurance system, as contained in the great English act of 1908? 

(c) If colleges and universities are to contribute their share to the cost of teach- 
ers’ pensions, has a sufficient study been made of the complications that would 
ensue in our state universities and colleges? 

(d) Is it true that, when it is recommended that the cost of pensions be divided 
between the college and the instructor, there is any real analogy with the system 
of contributory pensions found in great business enterprises? And is it not, on the 
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contrary, true that the burden of a contributory pension falls, to all intents and 
purposes, wholly upon the instructor? 

To take up the last point first; our colleges have definite incomes. If a portion 
of this income must be diverted to the maintenance of the pension fund, it follows 
that there will be so much less available for salaries or for facilities in the way of 
books, laboratory provisions, and secretarial assistance, which, to a certain extent, 
take the place of salaries. The real burden of the pension system thus falls en- 
tirely upon the instructor, either through a retardation of the advance in his salary 
or through a decrease in the facilities accorded to him for work. 

As regards the first consideration, an educational institution is entirely different 
from a business institution. In a business institution, if the employer chooses to 
assume a part of the cost of pensions, that means a diminution of profits—a dimi- 
nution that is accepted for certain social reasons and which may be made good by 
the increased productivity of the employees. An educational institution, how- 
ever, pays no dividends, nor is there any way in which its outlay for the pension 
fund can be recouped by an increased economic productivity of its employees, 
Its contribution to the pension fund must come ultimately, not out of profits, but 
out of salaries. The whole burden of the contributory plan thus falls ultimately 
upon the instructor himself. 

(e) The contributions of the Foundation to the new scheme are summarized 
in the report, as the payment of taxes on insurance premiums, the guarantee of a 
good rate of interest upon accumulations, and the carrying of the cost of the 
invalidity pensions. In regard to the second point,—the guarantee of 43 or 44% 
interest, is it not very probable that the rate of interest for the immediate future, 
and for some time to come, will rise rather than fall, so that the guarantee of a 
44% interest will be entirely needless? As regards the cost of invalidity pensions, 
have we any definite figures to show what would be the advantages of such a 
system as applied to a thousand or more educational institutions in the case 
of any individual] instructor, as compared with a system of mutual insurance 
that can be worked out in connection with any of the existing business agencies? 

(f) Has a sufficient study been made of the problems connected with a medical 
examination? It is obviously not necessary to point out that if no medical exam- 
ination is made, the principle of what the insurance experts call anti-selection will 
come into play, that is, the less healthy professors will certainly avail themselves 
of the privilege and, as a consequence, under any voluntary system, they will so 
overweight the scheme that it is bound to break down financially. The only way 
to avoid this would be to introduce the system of compulsory insurance and it 
need not be pointed out that compulsory insurance for university and college pro- 
fessors would be most repugnant to the feelings of the great majority. Finally, if, 
in order to avoid compulsory insurance, the medical examination were made, it 
follows that there would be excluded from the benefits of the scheme precisely 
the men who most need it. A frail body does not necessarily imply a weak mind; 

on the contrary, it is a familiar fact that much of the best work in research in the 
world has been accomplished by men of frail bodies. The whole topic bristles 
with difficulties of which we find no discussion in the report. 

As a result of all these considerations, I should like, as the representative of 
the American Association of University Professors, to urge upon your honorable 
body two things: 
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The first is the desirability of further study of the project in order to avoid 
another leap into the dark. The second is the need of an effective co-operation 
between the Foundation itself and its ultimate beneficiaries, in the study and 
formulation of any projected scheme. In other words, I should urge that you 
associate with yourselves, in a formal manner, representatives, not only of the 
universities and colleges as such, but of the instructors in these institutions; for 
this will be the surest way of your retaining unimpaired the confidence of 
American teachers in the good faith, the wisdom, and the beneficence of your 
Foundation.

Dear Dean Wigmore: 

At the annual meeting of the trustees of the Carnegie Foundation on November 
15, representatives of the American Association of University Professors requested 
that further time be given for study and conference before any decision is made 
by the trustees touching the plan for insurance and annuities which has been 
under consideration for the past year. The trustees are only too glad to postpone 
action until full information on this matter can be obtained and to provide for 
conferences which may elicit a further expression of opinion. In order to carry 
out this suggestion in practical form the following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolwed, That, for the information of the trustees, the proposed new pension 
plan be referred for study and report to a special commission of eleven, to consist of 
six trustees, to be designated by the Chairman, including the Chairman and the 
President; two members to be appointed by the President of the American 
Association of University Professors; one member to be appointed by the President 
of the Association of American Universities; one member to be appointed by 
the President of the National Association of State Universities; one member 
to be appointed by the President of the Association of American Colleges. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee have authority to arrange for the 
necessary expenses of such commission, and for such expert assistance and advice 
as it may need. 

In accordance with this resolution the Association of which you are the president 
is invited to appoint two members of this commission. I beg you will give me, 
at the earliest possible date, the names of the representatives designated by your 
— so that I may arrange for a meeting of the commission at an early

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE F ON ORGANIZATION 
OF LOCAL CHAPTERS OR GROUPS 


Since the Constitution of the Association does not recognize 
local organizations, the Executive Committee determined 
in March that a report on the advisability of such recognition 
could best be made by a practical test. Local organizations 
had already been started or projected in certain institutions, 
and the President and Secretary of the Association thereupon 
addressed the senior members in each institution on the 
subject.* As a result, organizations were formed in forty- 
one (41) institutions, besides two regional associations, Boston 
and New York, including nine (9) additional institutions, 
making fifty (50) in all. 

In October the President requested reports from the institu- 
tions. The number of reports received to date is forty-three 
(43). These show that from one to six meetings have been 
held. Several additional replies indicate that the number of 
local members is insufficient for a formal organization. 

Practically all organizations took up the matter of securing 
new members. The next subject generally considered was the 
Pension and Insurance Plan of the Carnegie Foundation. 
The report on Academic Freedom was read and discussed 
in others. Further subjects were, national university, faculty 
organization and research. Matters of local interest were 
discussed by several, particularly a new form of faculty 
organization, participation of the faculty in budget-making, 
faculty representation in appointments to college positions, 
joint committee of faculty and trustees, appointments and 
promotions. 

As to local opinion regarding the recognition of local 
organizations, only one report is definitely opposed, the chair- 
man writing that the chapter system is ‘‘ beneath the dignity of 
the profession.’”’ The majority do not express opinion, but 
others use such terms as ‘‘outlook very encouraging,’’

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“enthusiastic meeting,” ‘‘may be made of great value to the 
institution and the profession at large,’ ‘‘will contribute 
materially to the influence of the national organization,” 
“chapter idea excellent.” Yet in nearly all cases, these 
reports hold that the success of the locals will depend on the 
officers, and especially the chairmen of the committees, of 
the parent organization. The latter must actually make 
use of the locals, must submit questions for discussion, and 
so on. The chapter (Dartmouth) which held six meetings 
has adopted the plan of ‘“‘supper meetings,’”’ and has invited 
the administrative officers on certain occasions. 

Some reports point out that other local organizations take 
care of the subject submitted, and in such cases, duplication is 
avoided by submitting a report of another organization- 
This has occurred especially in the matter of Pensions and 
Insurance. In the region of New York and Boston the 
regional organization is preferred to a separate organization 
in each institution. 

A few reports hold that local chapters should consider 
only matters belonging to the general association—others 
that the key to success will turn on the opportunity to take 
up local matters. 

It is evident from these reports that local chapters should 
be permitted and recognized, but that their form and scope 
should be left to local opinion. They may be useful in 
matters of passing upon new members, means of communica- 
tion with officers and chairmen of committees of the national 
organization, discussion of measures before the national 
organization, and discussion of specific questions when 
occasion arises. 

Although your Committee on Local Chapters (consisting of 
the chairmen or representatives of chapters) has not formally 
voted on a resolution to be submitted to the Annual Meeting, 
yet the reports received warrant the recommendation of 
substantially the following amendment to the Constitution: 

Local chapters may be organized in institutions, or by 
regional groups of institutions, by the members of this Asso-

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PRELIMINARY REPORT OF COMMITTEE K 
REGARDING THE PROPOSED NATIONAL 
UNIVERSITY 


The field assigned to Committee K is a broad one, having 
to do with the general relations of the universities to the 
government. Presumably it was intended that this com- 
mittee should consider both the means by which universities 
can better contribute to train men for the government service, 
whether federal, state or local, and the means by which the 
various grades of government can best promote university 
education. 

It has seemed to your committee, however, that for the 
immediate present the most important topic it could consider 
was that of the proposed national university. Bills for the 
creation of such a university have been introduced in Congress 
from time to time fora century. The bill which is now pend- 
ing, known as the Foss bill, is being pushed quite vigorously. 
It is obviously appropriate that the Association of University 
Professors should exercise a due measure of influence with 
regard to any legislation of this character. 

Your committee was appointed only a few months ago and, 
on account of the intervening summer vacation, it has been 
able to give less attention to this subject thus far than it 
deserves. The present report is preliminary only. It is 
hoped that further correspondence and conference may result 
jn agreement, at least on the part of a large majority of the 
committee, as to the main points at issue. 

It is perfectly clear that a majority of your committee is 
opposed to the Foss bill in its present form and the inquiries 
of the members of the committee indicate that the same is 
true of a majority of the professors in the leading institutions 
of the country. Two members of the committee are defi- 
nitely, one of them very strongly, in favor of that bill and 
two others express themselves as in favor of some sort of 
a national university. 
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The majority of the committee believe that there is no need 
of a national institution which either parallels and competes 
with existing universities or seeks to transcend them and be- 
come the culminating point in the higher education of the 
‘country. While it is recognized that our universities are not 
yet fully meeting the needs for advanced instruction and re- 
search, it is felt that the greatest progress lies in the direction 
of strengthening the state and private institutions rather 
than in establishing a national university. It is believed that 
a national university would tend to check the development of 
other institutions. It almost inevitably would seek to domi- 
nate the educational situation and the healthy rivalry among 
numerous institutions of approximately equal rank, which 
now contributes to progress, would be lessened. It is feared 
also that a national university would not altogether escape 
the danger of political interference, or of that formalism and 
rigidity which is more or less characteristic of the federal 
service. 

On the other hand, the members of the committee who take 
this position agree with those who directly favor a national 
university in believing that steps should be taken to render 
more available to the progress of education and research the 
great facilities which the federal government possesses. The 
libraries, archives, museums and laboratories at Washington 
are already serving as a great aid to the advancement of 
science. The government itself through various bureaus 
and offices is directly conducting researches in many fields. 
Moreover, its facilities are frequently utilized by students 
not in the government service. At the same time your com- 
mittee believes that they are less used than they should be. 

Your committee has not yet been able to reach any definite 
conclusion as to the best methods of making these facilities 
more available, whether through some new formal organiza- 
tion or through other simpler methods. We propose to 
discuss the subject in a later report. 

Certain members of the committee have already suggested 
more or less definite plans looking to this end. For instance, 
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it is suggested that there should be employed, in connection 
with each branch of the government which possesses valu- 
able facilities for the use of students, one or more competent 
men to act as guides and aids to those desiring to use such 
facilities and that this group should be more or less formally 
organized into an institution. These men might, of course, 
include those already employed by the government to con- 
duct the functions which the government now conducts, or 
they might be special persons whose sole or principal duty 
was thus to aid in the use of the government’s facilities for 
research. 

Certain members of the committee have also suggested 
ways in which the government, apart from rendering its 
existing facilities for research more available, might con- 
tribute to advanced education without creating a university 
in the ordinary sense of the term. 

Thus it has been suggested that the government might 
establish a bureau or institution to serve as a clearing house 
for the exchange of information between existing universities 
and to promote co-operation among them. The majority 
of your committee is distinctly opposed to any federal con- 
trol over institutions of higher education, but this does not 
preclude some assistance to them in mutual co-operation. 
It is very generally recognized that there is considerable 
needless multiplication of facilities for advanced study and 
research. It is not wise that every university should under- 
take to offer courses of study or facilities for investigation in 
every advanced branch of science. A certain measure of 
specialization has already been brought about, but a larger 
measure would doubtless be beneficial. Again, it not infre- 
quently happens that two or more men in different parts of 
the country are needlessly working upon some single prob- 
lem of research, such duplication resulting from lack of know]l- 
edge as to what is being done. 

Whether that increase in co-operation among our univer- 
sities which is obviously desirable can best be accomplished 
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through action of the federal government or without such 
action is still a moot question with your committee. 

One interesting suggestion which has been made to your 

- committee is that the federal government should establish 
a more or less informal institution at Washington, at which 
distinguished scholars from this and other countries should 
deliver series of lectures from time to time. The thought ig 
not that systematic courses of instruction should be provided 
covering fully any or all branches of science. It is rather 
that an opportunity should be afforded by which advanced 
‘students can with as little difficulty as possible come in con- 
tact with the leading investigators and teachers in their 
respective fields. In Germany, for example, this object is 
largely secured by the migration of students from one uni- 
versity to another. The greater distances in this country, 
‘as well as the fact that most universities do not encourage 
‘students who expect to take their degrees with them to visit 
other institutions for temporary study, render it more diffi- 
cult for students here to come in contact with the men outside 
the particular institution in which they are matriculated. 

No doubt it is desirable either that some means should be 
devised for encouraging the temporary migration of students 
from one university to another, or that there should be some 
central place at which advanced students can, within a 
short period of time, hear the lectures and obtain the aid of a 
number of leading men in their respective fields. Those of 
the committee who favor the latter plan do not desire a for- 
mally organized national university. The lecturers whom the 
students would go to Washington to hear would not be per- 
manent professors of a national institution; they would for the 
most part be professors in universities in this country or 
abroad and would come to Washington only temporarily 
or at intervals. It is suggested in particular that it would be 
easier for the United States to secure the advantage of con- 
tact with leading investigators and teachers of foreign coun- 
tries through such a system than through the practice of in- 
‘viting such men to give courses in the existing universities. 
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While a number of very distinguished scholars have in recent 
years been brought to our universities from abroad to give 
such courses, there has been no systematic arrangement for 
doing this on a large scale or for securing adequate representa- 
tion in all different branches of science. 

Several members of the committee believe further that the 
federal government should establish an institution of its own 
for the training of persons to enter the government service in 
certain branches; or else that there should be concerted 
effort among existing institutions to afford better training for 
participation in such branches of the government service. 

To the minds of a majority of your committee there is 
little need for new facilities for training men to enter those 
bureaus and offices of the federal government which are 
chiefly concerned with research in natural science, such as the 
Geological Survey, the Smithsonian Institution, the Bureau 
of Standards, the Coast and Geodetic Survey or the scientific 
bureaus of the Department of Agriculture. Various private 
employments as well as the universities demand many men 
with substantially the same fundamental training as is re- 
quired for service in these scientific branches of government 
work. Consequently existing institutions already furnish 
reasonably adequate facilities for the training of such men. 

Chief interest attaches to the subject of training of men for 
government work of an economic, sociological or adminis- 
trative character. There is frequent complaint that the in- 
termediate and higher employees and officials in those de- 
partments of federal, state and local government which have 
to do with administrative functions—with such matters as 
finance, commerce, industry and statistics—are not adequately 
trained. The question may be raised whether, so far as this 
is the case, it is due to the lack of facilities for training men 
for such service or due to the inability of trained men to get 
the jobs. At least part of the difficulty is no doubt of a 
political character. Appointing officers do not always try 
to get the best trained men; party considerations and personal 
favoritism often have too much influence. Moreover, the 
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conditions of the government service are in many cases not 
sufficiently attractive, as regards permanence of tenure, 
opportunity for promotion, or rate of compensation, to induce 
well-trained men to enter the service. 

It is felt by some, however, that part of the difficulty lies in 
the fact that few positions outside the government service 
require the same sort of training as is required for work in 
the specified branches of government, and that therefore 
sufficiently specialized facilities for such training do not exist. 

Your committee proposes further to consider this subject 
of training for government service. There is, however, less 
need for action on the part of this Association, because certain 
more specialized organizations are already giving careful 
study to the subject. A special Society for the Promotion of 
Training for Public Service has recently been organized. 
The American Economic Association and American Political 
Science Association have committees for considering the same 
subject. 

The majority of the committee is able at the present time, 
to agree on recommending that the American Association of 
University Professors adopt the following resolutions: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that it is 
not desirable that the bill entitled, ‘‘A Bill to Create a Na- 
tional University at the Seat of the Federal Government,” 
known as the Foss bill, now pending before Congress, should 
be adopted; and 

Resolved, That it is not desirable that any federal institu- 
tion bearing the name ‘university’ should be established 
whether it grants degrees or not, and that it is not desirable 
that any federal institution of whatever name should be 
established which grants academic degrees; and 

Resolved, That it is desirable that greater use for research 
should be made of the libraries, archives, museums, labora- 
tories and other facilities of the federal government, and that 
the government and all organizations interested in the pro- 
motion of scientific research should give careful study to the 
means of securing this object.

Dear Dr. Durand: 

_ This letter is in reply to yours of October 3, 1916, concern- 

ing a national university. Permit me to answer your ques- 

tions as follows: 
1. In your judgment is a national university of any sort 

desirable? 
Yes. 
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2. What are the principal reasons for your attitude? 
(a) The largest and most complex piece of business in the 
United States is the government of the United States. The 
efficient and economical operation of any business requires 
trained experts. Hence, I believe that the government should 


‘ train for its civil business, as it does for its military business, 


The training ground should be where most of the business is 
transacted—at Washington. The training ought to be in 
conjunction with the business, as in the co-operative courses in 
engineering at Cincinnati. I am a firm believer in the idea 
of training a man for the practice of anything by placing 
him where that thing is practiced. 

(b) The City of Washington has a great many museums and 
libraries and will get more from time to time. It is bound to 
become a center of intellectual activities of the broadest 
character. In the future it will offer more facilities for gradu- 
ate work of all kinds than any other city in the United States. 
I believe that an engineering college should be in an industrial 
center and an agricultural college in the midst of farms; for 
like reasons I believe a great research institution should be 
placed at Washington. 

(c) I believe that the National University would attract 
a great many graduate students who are not now attracted by 
other institutions. I have heard as an argument against a 
national university that the present graduate institutions 
are under-manned. If the few graduate schools we have 
cannot attract a sufficient number of able graduate students, 
then I believe we have an argument for a new type of graduate 
institution at Washington, rather than one against it. We 
have a nation of one hundred million people with tremendous 
resources and an amazing quantity of complex problems to be 
met. Any one familiar with the character of the problems 
and the kind of training needed for their correct solution will 
quickly sense the danger of having but a relatively small 
number of persons doing real graduate work. 

(d) I believe there is a positive need for a graduate insti- 
tution which will not give undergraduate work. A graduate 
institution which does no other work would have a more 
definite organization than the usual graduate college which 
is part of an institution essentially undergraduate. Fre- 
quently the graduate work is given the left-over hours of 
teachers overloaded with undergraduate work. Then, too, 
some administrators of universities hold, as standards of 
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success, values which necessarily could not foster real gradu- 
ate work in their institutions. A graduate school at Wash- 
ington, organized to do graduate work solely, would not be 
burdened by any of these handicaps. 

(e) Commerce and science have made international inter- 
course. International commerce has created many of the 
causes of war, and the physical sciences have made war 
frightful. The answer to weltpolitik must be found through 
an international intercourse stimulated to still greater in- 
timacy by the physical sciences, but broadened in feeling and 
vision by (may I say it?) the science of the humanities. 
At the dawn of civilization, every man was against every 
other man, then family against family, then clan against clan, 
then tribe against tribe, then state against state, then nation 
against nation, and now groups of nations against groups of 
nations. The mind of man has evolved slowly but surely 
toward a world-wide co-operation. Commerce and science 
have done this. An important but frequently overlooked 
factor in this evolution has been the exchange of that common 
commodity, knowledge, between the deepest searchers after 
knowledge. There is danger that this exchange will lag, 
unless a vigorous stimulus is given to it by this nation. 
To organize a strong national university, motived for the 
good of the people of the whole world, seems to me the duty 
and the opportunity of the greatest and richest neutral nation. 

3. If you favor such a university, what is your general idea 
of its proper functions and its relation to the educational 
system of the country and to the government service? 

(a) Its function should be to carry on any post-graduate 
work in science and in the humanities, to train specifically 
for professional positions in the public service, and to under- 
take advisory work of an advanced character for any of the 
departments of the government. Research work would be 
emphasized; there would be few lectures and recitations. 
_(b) It should have no relation whatsoever to the educa- 
tional system of the country, assuming the country has an 
educational system. Unquestionably, however, its influence 
would be felt on the educational work of the country in due 
time, and it is possible there would develop later an educa- 
tional system of the United States. 

(c) I believe in specific training of a post-graduate charac- 
ter for the more important civil places in activities distinctly 
peculiar to government. The scheme should contemplate 
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training in practice in the government service and training 
in theory in the national university.

My dear Mr. Durand: 

Pressure of University duties has delayed a reply to your 
inquiries in the matter of a national university, but I have at 
last finished a study of the various papers and hearings. Fol- 
lowing the suggestion in your letter of October 3, that, for the 
present, what is needed is a reply from each member of the 
committee on the basic questions of the whole matter, I now 
attempt a specific answer. 

You ask: 

“1. In your judgment is a national university of any sort 
desirable?” 

Yes. 

“*2. What are the principal reasons for your attitude?” 

My belief that a great improvement could be effected in the 
various fields of government service by the establishment of a 
“‘national service university,” with a definite physical existence 
and a corps of expert teachers. Also, my conviction, derived 
from a recent investigation, as a member of another com- 
mittee, into the methods of improving one branch of that 
service (the consular and diplomatic), that existing univer- 
sities cannot adequately train men for it, without an expense 
wholly disproportionate to the opportunities for employ- 
ment. A similar situation exists in all departments of gov- 
ernment service. 

(E. g., in the consular service there are not twenty-five 
new appointments a year. It is foolish expenditure of money 
by existing universities to offer training for this limited field, 
yet at least ten universities are now advertising such training; 
though it is mostly inadequate. They thereby sin against 
governmental efficiency and educational ethics alike, by 
pretending to prepare young men for a field in which there is 
but a limited opening.) 
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Attached to this national service university I would have 
an organization for opening to research students, not pri- 
marily interested in government service, the unequaled 
materials at Washington in all fields of knowledge. 

Thus, the national university would perform two functions: 
first, training for an improved government service; second, 
offering facilities for graduate students, or others, interested 
in research. 

“3. If you favor such a university, what is your general 
idea of its proper functions and its relation to the educational 
system of the country and to the government service?” 

The answers to question 2 will, in part, serve for this also. 
In addition, I am not at all impressed by all those theoretical 
arguments about ‘‘nationalizing”’ higher education, making it 
the ‘‘crown of our system,” etc. The arguments for ‘“‘di- 
versity”’ and ‘‘competition”’ seem to me to have much merit. 
Also, I think the present bill so evidently seeks to place con- 
trol in the hands of the state universities (or rather of their 
presidents) as to be objectionable. Not only is the ma- 
chinery of administration cumbersome, but it would place 
ultimate control of policy in the hands of the men most 
likely, because of their positions, to look at matters from a 
state, rather than from a national, interest. 

My opinion is that there are two generally accepted condi- 
tions: first, that the government service needs improvement 
by better training; second, that there exists at Washington, 
in many branches of knowledge, unusual opportunity for 
research, but at present little facility. These conditions 
should determine and limit the character and functions of 
the University.

The business of the Secretary’s office during the year has 
connected itself mainly with the following matters: the 


preparation and publication of the BuLietin; the conduct 

of council business by submission of formulated questions; 

x the care of nominations for membership; miscellaneous corre- 

= spondence; and, in co-operation with other officers, the plan- 
oe. ning of expenditures. 


The present December issue of the BULLETIN is the sixth 
of the year 1916, no BuLLETINs having been issued in January 
or February.

The six numbers issued have aggregated 260 pages, exclu- 
sive of the Academic Freedom reports, and the total expense 
approximately $1,200, an amount considerably increased by 
recent advances in the cost of materials and labor. 

The officers were convinced that the progress and welfare 
of the Association would be much promoted by the issue of 
a monthly bulletin, and this hope seems to have been meas- 
urably justified. 
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The total number of nominations for membership received 
up to the date of going to press is 606. Temporary rules for 
dealing with nominations were published in the May Bu.iz- 
qin. These, however, will naturally be modified or super- 
seded by the action of the Association on the report of the 
Committee on Qualifications. It seems likely that the mem- 
bership of the Association will increase for the present as 
rapidly as nominations can be conveniently and carefully 
dealt with. This is not only an indication of the existence of 
a real need which we are meeting, but it will also give us a 
better financial basis for carrying on our work. 

In regard to the financial side of this year’s business, it 
may suffice to say that in a year of rapid development of a 
new organization with little opportunity for personal contact 
among the officers, the difficulties of adjusting expenditures 
by many different agencies, to the limits of our treasury 
were inevitably serious. 

The deficit with which we are closing the year was due in 
great measure to deferred publication of important material 
from the preceding year and to the confidence of the officers 
and Council in the future of the Association. It seems fair 
to hope that the next administration will not be unduly 
embarrassed by this legacy, particularly if it can be reduced 
by personal subscriptions already in part assured. 

In regard to correspondence, aside from the large amount 
carried on with other officers and members, the Secretary’s 
function has consisted mainly in acting as a partial clearing- 
house for the business of committees and local chapters. Com- 
ing to his duties with almost no previous contact with the 
work of the Association, he gladly acknowledges his indebt- 
edness to the co-operation of his associates and particularly 
of his predecessor in the secretaryship, also to the efficient 
and faithful service of Dr. George Rutledge as Assistant 
Secretary.

Ip 
order that the new administration may not be too much ems 
barrassed by these conditions the President makes the follows 
ing proposal. Seven other members of the Council have made 
contingent subscriptions amounting to $120, leaving $500 te 
$600 to be provided if we are to complete the year without 
indebtedness. 


To Members of the Association: 

It is certain that there will be a deficit in the Association 
Treasury at the end of the year of seven hundred dollars, 
I believe that the best way to take care of it is by voluntary 
subscription. I hereby subscribe the sum of fifty dollars for 
that purpose. I am sure that there are many members of 
the Association whose luck during the year, or whose for 
tunate financial affairs, would permit them to make some 
sort of a subscription from one dollar upwards, and who are 
deeply enough interested in the welfare of the Association to 
give it a first claim upon their contributions. I will say that 
the deficit can be explained chiefly by circumstances which 
are not likely to occur again. 

It would not be necessary that the amounts of the sub- 
scriptions should be published, but perhaps the Secretary 
would later publish a list of names of those who had sub- 
scribed. I commend the subject to the earnest attention of 
all the members and suggest that they write to the Secretary, 
stating the amount they are willing to contribute.
